30 days, including rains associ: 
ed with Hurricane Abby, have 
filled Lake Okeechobee and oth. 
ler Sputh Florida water storage 

- facilities to capacity and some 
water is now being released, it 
was announced today by the U. 
S. Army Corps of Engineers in 
Jacksonville, 

District Engineer Col. John 
F. McElhenny said rainfall over 
portions of south ‘Florida dur- 
ing May and June are now four 
to nine inches above normal for 
the two-month period. 

Everglades National Park, 
which has received more than 
25 inches of rainfall since Jan. 
Aigalso is getting a heavy slug 
Of water from the Central and 
Southern Florida Flood Control 
Project. Until early in May, Ever 
glades Park and much of south 
Flófida were gripped in a 
drought. 

Rainfall over the 730-square- 
mile Lake Okeechobee during 
May totaled 7.17 inches “and so 
fat in June, the Lake area has

Weather observers predict at 
least four more inches of rain 
lover the areas during the re- 
mainder of June. 

Colonel McEthenny said hea.| 
vy runoff of water from the 
Kissimmee River chain of lakes 
is causing the water level in Lake 
Okeechobee to rise sharply.
